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WHY CHANGEABLE PLATES? 

A police official in Toronto proposes that a 
motor car should carry permanent license plates 
welded firmly to the pody of the car. That the 
license fee for the current year had been paid 
would be shown by a colored sticker placed on 
the windshield. 

His idea no doubt is to prevent the identity of 
» car being destroyed by a car-thief, a hit-and- 
yun driver, or other fugitive from justice. By 
yemoving the detachable plates now used and 
substituting others, criminals of these classes 
now have an easy way to hood-wink the police 
and the public and better their chances to avoid 
detection. Permanent plates would go wherever 
the car went, standing advertisements of its 
identity. That would reduce the chances of a 
“get-away,” and give the police a better oppor- 
tunity to catch up with “wanted” parties. 

Incidentally, if a car carried the same num- 
ber plates year after year, perhaps after a while 
the owner would be able to recall his number 
without struggling with a fitful memory or con- 
sulting his note book. 


PETERED OUT

They will nevertheless have to admit 
that he is not to be condemned for what he has 
not been able to accomplish, especially in cir- 
cumstances over which he has had not the slight- 
est control, but to be congratulated upon the 
measure of fulfillment which already has gone 
down on the record to his credit. 

Mr. Pattullo says he has in mind a develop- 
ment program which he believes to be economi- 
cally sound, one which ought to absorb most, if 
not all, our idle workers for the next 10 years; 
and his government proposes to exert every 
effort it can command to assist the development 
of British Columbia on the scale to which her 
geographical position and climatic advantages 
entitle her. 5 

Those who believe in the destiny of this prov- 
ince as optimistically as Prime Minister Pattullo 
does will applaud him for his vision, his charac- 
teristic faculty for getting things done, and will 
say “more power to his elbow” as he fashions the 
future of which his statement contains so allur- 
ing a picture.—Victoria Times. 


TWO CHOICES 


Vancouver's budget reveals the alarming fact 
that even with the mill rate raised to the highest 
legal limit, $1,131,156 will have to be chopped 


from the current estimates to bring revenue and ' 


expenses anywhere near together. 


Even this drastic cut does not take into 
account any provision for the city’s sinking fund. 

It would be a poor-spirited citizen who would 
blame the Mayor and Council for this financial 
impasse. 

Working under the handicap of an antiquated 
and clumsy system of civic government, they 
have made as good a job as possible of a very 
bad situation 

Much work needs to be done in Vancouver 
Money needs to be found for it. And every cent 
of that money must be spent with expert skill 
and knowledge. 

To meet this present situation, two steps are 
absolutely essential: 

1. The interest rate on Vancouver's 
rowed money must be reduced. 

With large blocks of money available in the 
United States for as little as one-half of one per 
cent, it is criminal to think of Vancouver paying 
up to five per cent. 

Vancouver's debt is in the neighborhood of 
$70,000,000. : 

That means an annual carrying charge of 
approximately $5,000,000. 

With the interest rate reduced to two per 
cent, which is the fair and honest wage for 
money in these days, Vancouver would save 
nearly $3,000,000 a year. 

A reamortization of Vancouver's debt is the 
straightforward and honest way out of the finan- 
cial difficulty. 

2. Vancouver must have a City Manager and 
an enlarged Council to deal with this latter situ- 
ation and to guarantee the utmost economy in 
the spending of money. 

Records from all over North America and 
Europe show definitely that the city Manager or 
burgomaster or city commissioner type of civic 
government is the most efficient and economical 
system. 

With all the best will and effort in the world, 
the present course leads inevitably to receiver- 
ship. 

Vancouver people appear to have two choices: 

They must accept either a city manager or 
eventually a receiver.—Vancouver Sun

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'Your Health 
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By DR. FRANK McCOY 
Underweight is due in some cases to the 
presence of a definite disease and cannot be 
overcome until the disease is corrected. How- 
ever, in many cases the underweight patient who 
stays thin and scrawny does so mainly because 
of poor habits of living. 


This is especially true in the patient who be- 
lieves himself to be fairly healthy, works most 
of the time, and is able to carry on an ordinary 
existence, although he may complain of tiring 
ton easily, or of nervous irritability, or of being 
cold and chilly when others are comfortably 
warm. 

Many a patient who is underweight because 
of faulty habits has an excellent chance of gain- 
ing weight by the simple plan of changing the 
bad habits to good ones. However, trying to give 
such a patient specific advice about how to gain 
weight becomes both a science and an art, in- 
volving as it does a complete study of every part 
of his life. All of his habits of living must be 
taken into account before it is discovered which 
of those habits are playing their part in keeping 
him thin. 

As an illustration, some of the question which 
must be considered are the following: Is the 
patient eating correctly? Is he sleeping enough? 
Does he take enough regular exercise to develop 
pleasingly the muscles of the body and stimulate 
the appetite? Is he burning up nervous energy 
at too rapid a rate—thus wasting the very energy 
the body needs to digest and assimilate food? Is 
he of the slender, racehorse type of body-build? 
Is he constipated? 

On the mental side, he has formed the habit 
of indulging in such mental gymnastics as worry, 
anxiety or doubt? Is he dissatisfied with his 
work? Does he worry because he does not make 
friends readily? Does he have any pressing prob- 
lem of a domestic or financial nature which is 
keeping him awake at night? 

On the purely physical side, has he developed 
prolapsus? In many instances the patient is 
underweight because the abdominal organs are 
s0 prolapsed that they have taken a position sev- 
eral inches lower than normal, which mean: 
that the digestion is so interfered with that it is 
hard for the patient to get enough good out of 
his food to put on any weight. How is the thy- 
roid gland behaving? If it is over-active, the 
patient will burn up food as fast as he takes it 
in and will remain underweight. 

How is the blood pressure? Is it too low, as 
is often the case in those who complain both of 
lowered weight and lowered vitality? What is 
the report on the blood test? Persistently under- 
weight patients often have a shortage of red 
blood cells, producing a mild form of secondary 
anemia. 

Last, but not least, how well does the patient 
co-operate in foNowing instructions? Some 
patients are of such a temperament that they will 
actively fight any change in their living habits. 
They may find elaborate reasons for not carrying 
out instructions, although it is only fair to say 
that they do not understand the nature of the 
antagonism behind their reasons. Those reasons 
may appear foolish to others, but to the patients 
they ars perfectly real and logical. The patient 
who is temperamentally unable to co-operate 
will fail to obtain the full good which he might 
otherwise receive. Others having a different 
temperament are willing to carry out instruc- 
tions, and will attempt any sensible regimen 
with faith and hope. These latter are two mental 
medicines of the greatest value. 

In tomorrow's article, I will go on with the 
discussion of the weight-gaining problem. Watch 
for it in this newspaper. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: Huston B. writes: “What do you 


think of such constipation remedies as agar, 
psyllium seed, and senna leaves?” 
ANSWER: I sometimes recommend these 


remedies; however, they should be considered as 
a means of temporary relief to be used during 
the time that the large intestine is being re- 
trained to do its work in the normal way. They 
cannot be considered a permanent cure, al- 
though they are often valuable aids for obtain- 
ing temporary relief. The purpose of both agar 
and psyllium is to fill the intestine with a bland 
bulk which is non-irritating. Usually, in the 
average case of sluggish elimination, the only 
necessary aid at the start of the treatment is the 
daily enema, but it is sometimes advisable to 
combine the enema method with the use of 
some of these remedies. 

QUESTION: Harry McM. inquires: “Is there 
any examination I could make to tell whether 
my liver is enlarged? My only constant sympiom 
is a yellow discoloration of the skin, although 
occasionally I notice a feeling of soreness o1 
tenderness over the liver.” 

ANSWER: I do not know of any way in which 
vou could make a self-examination to definitely 
determine whether enlargement of the liver ex- 
ists. I believe it advisable for you to consult 
your doctor, who will then make a personal ex- 
amination. The fact that the skin has turned 
vellow and that you notice an occasional sore- 
ness in the liver area, would indicate the pres- 
ence of either a liver or gall bladder disorder 


and it will appear that the creditors are making 
a sacrifiee in taking a lower yield, though they 
will really be making a profit owing to the 
appreciation in capital value. Also there will be 
a Loan Council set up by the Dominion govern- 
ment, and the provincial governments that have 
been financially assisted will agree not to bor- 
row in future without the consent of the Loan 
Council. This will be what is impolitely called 
eyewash. The Loan Council, will be satisfied 
with loans if the banks are satisfied, and if the 
banks are not satisfied the provinces will not be 
able to borrow anyhow. The Loan Council 
makes no difference 

The right way to deal with this question is 
the Australian way, as we have urged in these 
columns for months and years. The Australians 
reduced al! interest by 2242 per cent. The re- 
duclion affected al! debtors, not only the finan- 
cially weak governments but the strong ones 
not only governments in debt but private 
corporations and individuals also. Australia 
acied in 1931; if Canada had done the same there 
would not be the sorry tale to tell of tens of 
thousands of homes and farms being lost to loan 
companies by families that had exhausted the 
savings of a lifetime of toil in attempting to 
pay them.—-Catholic Register, Toronto,

“We do not wish to see a lasting 
cleavage of the democracies rang- 
ing themselves against dictator- 
ships,” he said. “Amid the shrill 
conflict of rival ideologies our 
people hold to a middle course, 
neither extreme makes an appeal 
to us.” 

He warned against the assump- 
tion by other countries that “we 
are decadent. Wrong deductions 
about this country have dpne great 
harm in the past,” he said. “They 
can do still greater ‘harm in the 
future.” 

He was opposed to any abandon- 
ment of British principles in favor 
of immediate material benefits 
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aries. In fact, we Canadians love 
democracy and freedom so much 
that we are willing to organize and 
struggle to get more of it. There- 
fore, we most decidedly will not 
agree with Mr. Schio of Saskatoon 
and Mr. Krtzer, the Fascist organ- 
izer from Regina, entering our 
community and Stirring up racial 
hatred@ and anti-semitism. 

The fascist literature which they 
distribute attacks the Trades and 
Labor Congress, a body for which 
all progressive people have the 
highest regard According to their 
scurrilous pamphlets and news- 
papers the fascists want a “Canada 
without Jews” and without trade 
unionism, The fascists are the ir- 
reconcilable enemies of all prog- 
ress, culture and democracy in 
the province of Quebec they re- 
ceive the assistance of Tory Pre- 
mier Duplessis to carry on their 
subversive activities. 

All their twaddle of “National | 
Socialism” and “purity of the 
Aryan” is so much eyewash, Hit- 
ler Fascism which Mr. Schio and 
his fascist friends preach has im- 
prisoned Catholics, Socialists, Lib- 
erals, Communists, trade unionists, 
and degraded priests and ministers 
on framed-up charges of immoral- 
ity. Hitler and Mussolini have 
abolished democracy and trampled 
underfoot the great cultural heri- 
tage of the Germany of Goethe, a 
country which was one of those 
formerly leading in culture, dem- 
ocracy and progress.
